It was 
estimated that 10 or 15 
would start using them im- 
mediately if available. A 
number of people in the 
county now store their air- 
craft in Dothan and Elba 
would be much closer, even 
for those in the Enterprise 
- Ft, Rucker area, The T 
hangers service - charter 
flights and the proposed 
extension of the present 
airport runways would be 

a tremendous boost to the 
entire community, accord- 
ing to the council mem- 
bers.
